ONTARIO POLIGE 
SUED $6000 I 
BRUTALITY CASE 





In Suit, Brought by 
Prisoner 

Sum of $6,000 is sought from 
Ontario. Police Chief J. C. Smith 
and three other members of the 
police department by Lee Berry, 
Ontario, for damages. 

Berry has filed a damage suit 
in the superior court as an after- 
math of his recent arrest. He 
charges that officers beat him and 
that he was unlawfully detained 
in‘ the Ontario jail for 12-hours. 

‘This js,a new phase in the furore 
centered about the Ontario police 
department for:many weeks. On- 
tario councilmen Friday night ab- 
solved Smith of charges of exer- 
cising undue brutality in handling 
prisoners after a citizens commit- 
tee had demanded Smith's resig- 
nation. 

Berry alleges that he was beat- 
en at-his home: by three police oi- 
ficers, again beaten at the police 
station and unlawfully imprison- 
ed for 12 hours, 

Defendants in the suit are Chief 
Smith and Officers J. L. Gwaltney, 
R. E. Sprecker and A. M. Monday 
and the Pacific Indemnity Co., 
holders of Chief Smith's bond. 

Berry charges that the officers 
entered his home Sept. 20, 1937, 
without any warrant and that he 
was in jail 12 hours without a 
‘warrant.

Mr. and Mrs. Ramirez have two 
small children, one 15 months old 
and the other just over a month 
old, and all clothing, except that 
worn by the family, was detroyed. 

Mr. Ramirez is well known in 
the West End. For several years 
he has been employed part time 
at Mac’s drug store and he also is 
an employe of Paul Adams.

CONFUSION CAUSED 

Grier said: “As now adminis- 
tered, state unemployment relief is 
completely separated from county 
aid to unemployable indigents. 
This causes confusion and hard- 
ship because of different defini- 
tions of employability adopted by 
the state. 

“If the amendment is adopted, 
the legislature will have the pow- 
er to provide a general plan for 
administering relief under one de- 
partment, and will have power to 


establish standards for the admin- | 


istration of such relief which will 
be fair to the individual entitled 
to relief and fair to the taxpayers 
of the state. 


CAN AVOID DUPLICATION 

“The present administration of 
unemployment relief is also set 
apart from aid to needy aged, chil- 
dren and blind, granted by the 
Social Welfare Department. This 
results in confusion in determin- 
ing the form of aid to which an 
applicant is entitled, delays and in- 
terruptions in provision of relief, 
and duplication in investigating 
eligibility and keeping records. 

“This amendment will enable 
the legislature to consolidate un- 
employment relief administration 
with the administration of other 
special forms of aid.”

Scrambling the Eggs 


Under the above heading there was a most interesting edi- 


torial on the $80-every-Thursday pension plan, one of the 
propositions to be voted on at the November election in this 
state, in the Sunday Los Angeles Times. The writer’s reason- 
ing is sound and for that reason we are printing the editorial 
below: : 
“Phe sword of Damocles fell into the ham and eggs 
when the California Bankers association announeed that 
the banks of this state will refuse to accept the misnamed 
‘warrants’ proposed for issuance under the $80-every- 
Thursday pension scheme if the latter carries at the No- 
vember election. The promoters of the plan will now have 
to convinee a gullible following that the certificates can be 
made to cireulate regardless of acceptability in the regular 
channels of business 
“Tt promises to be a formidable task, particularly in 
view of the fact that it entails a pretty complete reversal 


of thé main argument in support of the plan. This has 
been that the added circulation of the enormous sum sup- 
posed to. be represented by the pension certificates would 
so stimulate business that merchants would be eager to ae- 
cept them at face value in payment for purchases. 

“But the merchant must have real money or its un- 
questionable equivalent to conduct his business, buy his 

merchandise and pay his help, his rent and other items of 
his overhead. If his bank will not accept the ‘warrants’ 
at face or any other value, the merchant cannot accept 
them either. [le takes checks, genuine warrants and oe- 
easionally other evidences of debt only because the bank 
will give him cash for them. 

‘But, retort the pension promoters smoothly, this dif- 
ficulty has been anticipated and provided for. The law 
which will become effective’if the plan is approved by the 
voters: provides that, if the regular banks will not ‘eo- 
operate’—which means to accept the certificates at face 
value—the pension administrator may set up ‘banks’ of 
his own—one within 500. feet of every present bankirg in- 
stitution in.the state—and that there will be transacted 
the business which the regular repositories have refused. 

‘‘What would they use for money? The law provides 
that the administrator may draw upon the state treasurer 
‘for $700,000 to launch the plan. Apparently this sum is 
intended to pay the cost of setting up the enormous clerical 
and administrative machinery, bureaus of investigation and 
enrollment and so on, for at least 500,000 pensioners. I, 
in addition, it is necessary to parallel the entire present 
banking system of the state, even with no more than a one- 
room ‘‘bank’’ for each of the present 1102 banks and 
branch banks, it is plain that the pension ‘banks’ would 
start off in a painful state of moneylessness. 

“The mere existence of administrative agencies handing 
out scrip and selling the tax stamps to affix on the backs 
thereof would in nowise facilitate the circulation of the 
certificates. Such places, if established, could not pay out 
real money—if they had ii—until the time of theoretical 
maturity of the ‘warrants.’ Long before that time the 
‘chain’ would have been broken and anyone unwise enough 
to have accepted the pieces of taxed paper for goods and 
services would be holding the sack. 

‘The only ones who could expeet to profit by the amend- 
ment’s passage would be the property owners who, under 
its provisions, could use the otherwise worthless scrip at 
its face value for the payment of city, county and state 
taxes. Coming just prior to the delinquency date for the 
second half of the 1938-39 loeal taxes, the certificates 
would probably be marketable, at tremendous discounts, 
to speculators. Obliged to aecept this worthless paper for 
taxes, the state government and its every subdivision 
would be quickly bankrupt and all publie service, includ- 
ing fire, police and health protection, would go by the board. 

“An excellent and commendable example is set by 
President James 8S. Macdonnell of the First Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank of Pasadena in announcing that his institution 
would not accept the pension ‘warrants’ ‘for deposit nor 
as security nor aid in any other way in the 
deluding and defranding of a section of the people of Cali- 
fornia, and the working of vast mischief for all of us.” 

We believe that one phase of the pension plan that those in 
favor of it should consider is the fact that it is opposed by a 
very large majority of people engaged in business of all kinds. 
These are the people who would suffer.the ill results of the 
plan if it were put into operation—and there is no reason why 
business should oppose it if they thought it would work. Cer- 
tainly they would not be so foolish—for business men are in 
business to make money.

Shortening the matches, it is said, will save about 
$290,000 a year—and all the other economies to be enforced 
will ‘‘help win the war,’’ so the Japs hope. It has evidently 
become quite apparent to the Japanese that it is more than an 
over-night job they have on their hands—that of whipping the 
Chinese. In fact, they may be somewhat mistaken in what 
they think the final outcome will be.
